In goninaation of the article on athe Corona 
tion celebrations, which appeared in our edition 
Inst. evening, we give the follawing :-- 

: ‘THE REVIEW, 

“Pevawiulh, Aug. 16.—The King gunialetih 
the Programmoa of the Coronation festivities 
to-day reviewing the fleet for the first time 
since hisaccessioa. From a spectacular point 
of view the assemblage of a hundred and odd 
war vessels in the roads fead off ppithead: was 
a magnificent show, 

The display represented merely the home 
fleet, not a single vessel having been with 
drawn from a foreign station to participate in 
the pageant. The day ‘opened fine. There 
was an immense influx of visitors. The waters 
ofthe Solent were covered with pleasure crafi 
of every variety from the tiny canoe to the 
big excursion steamer, and every vantage pornt 
on shore was covered with spectators. 

At Bam, in response to a signal, the fleet 
broke out flags, and inthe space of a m:nute 
the lines of black hulls were transforn.ed inte 
parti‘colored lines of fluttering bunting. 
Simaltancously the pennant of Admiral Sir 
Charles Hotham, the Commander-in-Chief at 
Portsmouth, was flung ont from the péak of 
the Sarereien, which to day acted as 

FLAGSHIP OF THE FLEET, 

Five other Admirals’ flags were also in view 
in different sections of the parade

This movement was signalled by a gunsho 
fram the Reyal Sovereign, and thousands of

of 


THE APPROACHING MAJESTIES. 
Then came the firing of the Royal salute of 
2t guns, Amid the crash of naval osdnance 
the King's yacht moved slowly eastward, ac 
companied by the Payal yachts Ostorne and 
Albesta and three others and escorted by a 
flotilka of torpedo- boat destroyers. 

The King, who wore the uniform of an Ad: 
miral of the fleet, was surrounded by a brillant 
staf. As His Majesty passed each ship the 
officers and men cheered, and when the 
Victoria and Aléert, wher traversing the lines, 
took up (resh moorings abreast of the Joyal 
Sovereign, the whole fle t joined in a final roar 
of cheers for he King, who then personally 
signalled an invitation to all the flag officers, 
including those of the forcign ships, to join 
him in the Royal yacht over the water, and 
scurrying small craft frequently disappeared 
in banks of mist. 

NEARLY A FIASCO. 

Portsmouth, August 16,—Thousands of per: 
sons who were expo.tantly awaiting the 
iMumination of the fleet off Spithead to-night, 
not only were disappointed, but were drenched 
and bedraggled by a thunderstorm and rain 
fall of almost phenomenal suddenness and 
violence. 

The storm broke just as the signal for the 
illumination was given, and the crowds afloal 
and ashore stampeded for shelter. There was 
no lingering to await the possibility of the 
lifting of the shroud of mist, the darkness of 
which enveloped the ships and shores, pr 


venting a sight of the spectacle, and the car, 


nival shortly afterwards was abandoned. 

A great majority of the sight-seers were in 
the vicinity of Southsea Common, and far from 
available shelter. They returned to the 
deluged streets of Portsmouth in a pitiable 
plight. The illuminative decorations of the 
Town Hall and in that vicinity, consisting 
largely of balloons, were quickly ruined by rain 
and the wind, which blew half a gale. 

The sterm continued for an bour. After that 
the night was fair, and the illuminations were 
carried out, and were witnessed by the thou- 
sands who reappeared upon the shore. 

A rocket wag sent up from the Royal yacht, 
and a moment later the dim outline of the

THOUSANDS OF INCANDESCENT LIGHTS, 
This wasthe signal for hundreds of otber ships, 
and, as if by magic, the entire fleet was illumi- 
nated in a great blazs of light. The sudden 
change from dusky shadows of battleships to 
one of electric brilliancy, had a startling effect 
on the crowds, ang they munifested their 
delight by rounds of cheers. The lines of the 
funnels, nas:

An imporiant point of seafaring law was 
submitted to the Police Court at Vancouver, 
the other day. 

Upon complaint of Captain Pybus, ten sea. 
men of the Empress of Japan were arraigned 
on a charge of disobeying lawful commands. 
On July 2sth, while the steamer was en voyage 
the sailors were ordered to go below to- shift 
some cargo,and they refused. This was the 
captain’s story. 

The accused put it that they declined to go 
to work on the ground that the captain would 
nol agree to credit them with “overtime” 
which the articles entitled them to, ‘ 

Captain Pybus interpreted overtime to mean 
when men ate employed out of their regular 
hours, At the tine this service was called for, 
there were indications of a typhoon; and he 
held that the men were bound to do anything ‘ 
to secure the safety of the ship. 

The accused disputed this, declaring that 
the weather was fine, 

The point raised for the Magistrate was 
whether the accused were justified in refusing 
the captain’s order while, theoretically, off duty. 

According to the articles the Court held that 
the men were entitled to overtime. There was 
a provision, however, that any disputes arising, 
concerning terms, etc., were to be referred to a 
Consular Officer, Shipping Master, or Super. 
intendent of the Mercantile Marine Agency. |
